Attached please find voucher no. 1285 in the sum of 
$1230.43 being account rendered by Gunnar Selvig, P.O. Box 
54, Prince Rupert, B. C. This firm was given the job of 
repairing the roof and carrying out other approved repairs 
to the Metlakatla Day School as outlined in the attached 

copy of instructions to Mr. Selvig in this regard. 


Due to very bad weather, the work was delayed until 
late in the fall when Nr. Selvig rushed a crew over to Met- 
lakatla and put on the new roof and later earried out the 
interior repairs. 


I went over to inspect the completed work at which 
time the foreman pointed out to me the very dangerous con- 
dition of the main timbers supporting this building. The 
hazard of collapse was such that I instructed the foreman 
to proceed immediately to open the front of the building 
up for further inspection, which revealed that all holding 
timbers had rotted leaving only a4 inches of holding space 
on two of the supporting posts and not more than 3 inches 
of holding surface on any other posts in the foundation. 
Further examination disclosed that on the front verandah 
the upright posts and cross timbers were in an advanced 
state of rot. On my return to Prince Rupert I contacted 
Mr, Selvig and instructed him to carry out such repairs as 
would make the building safe. He was unable to give any 
price on this type of work but Ghopesene’ five men the next 
day. The final accounts have now been received showing an 
over expenditure of $575.45 over the sum authorized. Need- 
less to say receipt of this account came as a shee’, it being 
my understanding with Mr. Selvig that the work should not cost 
more than $200.00. In conversation with Mr, Selvig this week 
he went over the accounts in detail and advised that had this 
work not been done, the entire structure would have been gross- 
ly unsafe. Once started he had to carry timbers right through 
the building and reinforce the entire verandah to make the place 
safe in order to protect the investment already made of a new

roof and the lining with Donnaconda board. 


I am not sure if you know this building personally. 
It has a gigantic roof and the weight of which is carried 
by the verandah posts on the front side. Repairs to this 
and the timbers beneath them were essential and whilst I 
regret exceedingly the tremendous expense incurred on this 
old building, I could see no other way out than to have 
the work proceeded with immediately. 


AP, ication is, therefore, made for an emergency sum 
of $575. E to meet the further costs of repairs on this 
building. I realize that this should have been placed 
before the Department for authorization but I had nos idea 
at the time that the damage was so extensive nor that it 
would be so costly. I am prepared, if necessary, to accept 
responsibility for this work and if the Department so decide 
will meet the cost myself from monthly deductions from my 
salary. 


I may say that my only desire was to keep the school 
at Metlakatla in operation where we have a first class 
teacher and a grand bunch of children whose attendance is 
now at an all time high. The physical plant at Metlakatla 
4s a sad story and it seems that I have fallen heir to its 
collapse both as to the school and the teacherage. May I 
say personally that I am sorry this additional cost has 
cropped up and regret having to add this worry to the clos- 
ing days of your Commissionership in B. C.

Under date of August 13th, 1947, the Depart- 
ment authorized an expenditure of 655 for repairs to the 
teacher's residence at \Metlakatla. Immediately following 
receipt of your letter tne Indian Agent was instructed to 
proceed to have the work carried out but nothing further 
was heard from him in regard to the matter until receipt 
of the attached letter with vouchers covering a total 
expenditure of #1,243.20. 


Mr. Anfield incurred the additional expend- 
iture of 4538.20 without any reference whatever to this 
office despite the fact that there is a daily air mail 
service between Prince cupert and this city, as well as 
telegraphic service always available; consequently I am not 
impressed with the explanation ne offers nor am I at all 
satisfied that the urgency was such that it precluded 
reference to this office for authority in the usual way. 


Mr. Anfield apparently is a frequent offender 
in incurring expenditures without the requisite authority 
despite repeated warnings and the Department may find it 
necessary to put a stop to this practice by confronting him 
on some occasion with the necessity of having to meet the 
unautnorized outlay himself. 


The accounts in question are being recommended 
for payment and if the expenditure is to be a charge against 
the $47,500 authorized for new schools and additions in 
British Columbia please advise as it will be necessary to 
curtail the building program in the Kwawkewlth Agency now 


underway. LS. A d

The information we now have, and which we have asked 
the Agent to confirm, 4s to the effect that a two-room school 
is necessary here and it has been suggested that we should also 
provide accommodation for teachers. This matter is presently 
the subject of correspondence with Mr. Anfield as the need for 
additional accommodation for teachers is not apparent having 
in mind the large expenditure recently made on the present 
teacherage and its size which should provide ample accommod - 
ation for two teachers, either married or single.

Further to my letter of April 15th and in particular 
section one dealing with our requirements at Metlakatla, Skeena 
River Agency, I am enclosing herewith Mr. Indian Agent Anfield's 
letterof April 14th, contract specifications, and plan referred 
to therein covering the construction of a one classroom building 
with teacherage, by the Northwest Construction Company. This 
1s substantially the same proposal referred to in my letter 
above mentioned, apart from the fact that it has now been definitely 
determined that construction of a one room school will meet the 

resent need and the requirements for the next six years, reference 
istrict School Inspector Davey's letter of April 13th attached. 
You will note Inspector Davey's reference to the present teacherage 
for which the Department made substantial expenditures for repairs 
recently, and his opinion that maintenance costs and heating costs 
would make use of this building uneonomical. In view of the 
fact that only one teacher will be required at Metlakatla this 
opinion is no doubt reasonable and the construction of a combined 
single classroom and teacherage would seem advisable. 


I would recommend acceptance of the tender submitted 
by the Northwest Construction Company in the amount of $9,850 
as set out in the contract and would ask that early consideration 
be given to this recommendation in order that construction may 
be proceeded with as soon as possible.

She informed me that this action had 
been taken towards the end of the holidays and that she had 
paid the women $5.00 a piece for the day's work. I instructed 
her to make out labor sheets and believe that they should be 
paid and so recommended.

With reference to your marginal notation dated the 29th 
ultino, on a memorandum from Mr. Hoey dated June 28th regarding the 
above, the sketoh plan and specificetion submitted by the Nortiwest 
Construction Company, to the Indian Affaires Branch, do not present 
a complete ani satisfactory picture. 


The structure proposed would be very temporary, resting 
only on concrete pads, having 3" x 3" studs at 2% 0" centres for 
what appears to be a 15 or 14 foot wall. There is no indication 
of bridging for the horisontal series of 8 windows and a door, on 
the south side. One of the most desirable features of “Loxtave” 
construction, the tension joint at corners, is not provided. Wall 
ineuletion is not quite sufficient and no insulation is inticated 
for the floor which is supported by beams above grade. 


Bleotrical data supplied is too vague for anslysis. The 
proposed 3/4" x 160%e0" water service conmotion is too mall. 


In view of the fact that material for the building, with 
very minor exceptions, is to be supplied by the Deninion Governnent, 
end that it is prefabricated, requiring reassembling only, the price 
of $9,850.00 appears to be high, and we do not recommend acceptance.

I wrote you under date of August 4th recommending 
purchese of e prefabricated one-room school with teacherage 
for Metlakatla village, Skeena River Agency, and subsequently 
requested Supt. Anfield to secure bids on the erection and 
completion of the pbuilding in anticipation of an order being 
placed at an early date. 


You will note from Mr. Anfield's letter of August 
30th attached, that he has been successful in securing bics 
from the various firms mentioned and that the cost of 
erecting end completing the building including heating wiring 
and plumbing but less painting, will be epproxime tely $19,000. 
T,is amount is larger than we had anticipated but we were 
not familiar with the conditions which would be encountered 
at Metlakatla involving transportetion of materiels by scow 
and the necessity for unloading at flood tides.

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TEACHERAGB is a second edition of the School. Ola 
Clothes, stockings, underwear, shoes, etc. are scattered 
in all directions; boxes of empty food cans are piled 
here and there, and in the kitchen bread, lard, and 
other edibles are soattered and mouldy. The bathroom 

is filthy, toilet blocked with excreta. Upstairs, 
school and janitor supplies are heaped up in some rooms 
and scattered over the floor in others. 


In the attic I found stacks of box files be- 
longing to the Naas Agency as far back as 1895 and a 
quick santiny indicates that these should be boxed 
up and brought over to the office here until time per- 
mits a closer examination and retention of valuable 
records. 


The roof of the teacherage has been shingled 
on one side only and a fair job done. 


I believe that there are sufficient kitchen 
utensils and supplies to meet the needs of a teacher 
next year. A new bed and mattress should be bought 
and apart from this, there is sufficient furniture 
in the place. 


fhe house must be thoroughly cleaned out 
from the basement to the roof and the downstairs rooms 
should be vellowed.

It will be necessary to make immediate purchase of 
a kitchen range and a coal heater for the teacherage at 
Metlakatla. A suitable range can be purchased for $140.00 
and a coal burning heater for $72.50 (including freight, 
delivery and installation at Metlakatla), and authority is 
requested to make these purchases forthwith. 


From the date of Miss Merrett's arrival as teacher 
of this Day School, she has complained about the kitchen 
range. I have been over three times myself and checked this 
equipment and have engaged men to overhaul it and all pipes 
appertaining thereto, as well as the chimney. It is still 
unusable except under extremely smokey conditions. The stove 
is 25 years old and was in the teacherage prior to the advent 
of Mr. T. 4. Bryant as teacher. The ovens are burned through 
and it is impossible to get any draft. The air vents are 
broken on both sides of the oven and the bottom Blues are 
rusted through. In addition to this, it has a huge fire box 
and in order to get any heat at all, the teacher is burning 
in excess of 100 lbs. of coal per week. 


It was my opinion for a while that the teacher was 
exaggerating the condition of things and following her re- 
peated complaints and a note received last week that unless 
something was done about it she would have to leave, I spent 
the whole of Sunday at Metlakatla trying to get this range 
in working condition but without results. 


The Department will save one-half the cost of the 
new range in reduced fuel consumption. Much as it is regret- 
ted to request these payments at this time, I have no recourse 
but to inform the Department that this stove must be replaced 
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at once if the school is to continue this winter. The kit chen 
reilings are thick with soot due to the burned-out flues in 
e ¢: stove, and a teacher should not be asked to live under 
ch conditions. 


Whilst at this teacherage, I made a carefule examin- 
ation of the furnace, which has not been used for at least five 
years. It is beyond repair and the heating of this huge house 
will have to be done by the kitchen range and another coal 
heater located in the dining room. There is a small coal 
heater there now but the entire base of it has burned out - 
in its place there is a sheet of tin which prevents any draft 
from operating and as 4& result the stove is useless. 


For your information, this teacherage, formerly the 
Agency, is a huge building, four storeys high, with at least 
twelve rooms and a basement. 


If the teacher is going to be comfortable this win- 
ter, a proper heating stove will have to be installed on the 
ground floor as the furnace is absolutely unusable. 


The expenditures are recommended ami it is requested 
that the matter be placed before the Department by airmail.

I have the honour to forward herewith my report on 
the lietlakatla Indian Day School, Nass Agency This school 
wag inspected on the 30th of September. 


In forwarding this report, I particularly wish to 
draw your attention to my remarks and recommendations with 
regard to the establishment of a lianual Training class in 


this school. 


I am very anxious that some sort of Vocational Training 
be established, where possible, for the boys and girls in our 
Indian Day Schools. Many of the Residential Schools are now 
unable to accept any more pupils. In fact, during ny last 
itinerary in the northern part of B.C. I found a number of pupiis 
attending the Day Schools, who last year were pupils of Residential 
Schools. If it is the policy of the Department to have these 
children attend the local Indian Day Schools, in preference to 
more distant Residential Schools, the subject of Vocational Training 
ig of even greater importance in the Day Schools, than it has 
been in the past.

Vocational Training: 


Some lianual Training has been done 
out of school hours by the teacher and boys. Some of 
this is good. I beg to recommend that the second room 
mentioned above be turned into a lianual Training shop, 
by the provision of a heater and terra cotta pipe chimney. 
An extension of the electric light wire would be required. 
If the Department would provide two sets of toole 
(individual) and one set (general), two benches, and the 
necessary lumber, the teacher would teach this subject. 
The general set of tools would cost about $120 and the 
individual sets $10 each, the heater, pipe and wire would 
cost about $60, making a total of about 200.00. Manual 
Training would, of course, be taught out of the ordinary 
school hours.

Manual Training: There are five boys taking this 

course after school for about five 
months of the year. During the summer this class does 
not meet, as the big boys are away. Two emall sets of 
tools and one set for the instructor have been supplied 
since my last inspection. Two large benches and tool 
cupboards are now completed. The class is starting on 
individual projects, and are waking drawings to scale. 
The work done so far is “Excellent”. I should like to 
see such vocational training started in a number of 
our more efficient day schools. In this case I have 
been asked to reconmend a small grant of $100.00 per 
annum to the instructor, who is very interested in this 
wark. Owing to the need of money in other directions, 
I would recommend that Mir. Bryant be paid ten dollars 
PER MONTH less 10% for the actual months during which 
Manual Training is carried on at this school, about 
five a year.

I veg to acknowledge the receipt of your 1-C-7942 
of the 29th ultimo, enclosing voucher in favour of Mr. T. A. 
Bryant covering remuneration for conducting manual training 
classes at the Metlakatla Indian Day School during the 
December quarter. In this connection, I would point out 
that official letter of September 13th, 1933, only authorized 
a payment to Mr. Bryant for five months during the academic 
year 1933-34 and we did not receive any communication from 
you requesting an allowance for this purpose during the 
academic year 1954-35. 


Mr. Bryant's salary rate as teacher of the Metlakatla 
Indian Day School is $1,050 a year. If he was allowed $50 for 
his services in conducting the manual training classes, it 
would make his total compensation for the year $1,100. The 
Salary Deduction Act passed at the last session of Parliament 
provided that, from April lst, 1954, payment to any official 
could only be made at the rate of $1,000 a year if his total 
compensation is between $1,000 and $1,111. Mr. Bryant has 
been paid $100 a teaching month or at the rate of 1,000 a year 
since April let, last, and, consequently, this is the only 
amount which we can pay him. 


This does not mean that Mr. Bryant should discontinue 
his manual training classes. As a matter of fact, he is veing 
paid more this year than he received last year. This is shown 
by the following statement:-

The outstanding feature of the instruction being 
given here is that in Manual Training. The native woods are 
being used. The teacher would give instruction in boat 
building, that is in the building of small row boats, if he 
had some more equipment. He is asking for a small engine 
and band saw. He requires this if he is to make proper use 
of the native woods. I understand that this matter is the 
subject of correspondence between the Indian Agent and the 
Department of Indian Affairs. I should be glad to see the 
Vocational Training, which in the case of the boys includes

With regard to the recommendations made by 
Inspector Barry that native basketry and domestic 
science should be taught in some of the day schools 
in this agency, particularly with regard to Gwinaha, 
Metlakatla and Gitlakdamix schools, and your request 
that 1 should give an opirion on same, i would state 
that where the teacher is capable and willing to 
carry on a domestic science class for sewing, knitting 
etc. it should be encouraged. 


Sir:- 


In some of the day schools in the agency 
instruction along these lines is already being given. 
many of the teachers however, have had no training 
or liking for these subjects and woulda naturally not 
care to take them up. Also where male teachers are 
in charge of achools it would be a waste of money to 
employ Indian women as teachers. ‘The Indians now are 
past the stage when they are satisfied with second 
grade tuition and unless these subjects can be taught 
well, no interest will be taken in them and it will 
merely be an unwarranted expense. 


With regard to the question of instruction in 
native basketry, mats etc. it must not be forgotten 
that many of the indians, particularly the younger 
generation, in their desire to imitate white people 
and their ways- rightly or wrongly- consider that 
they have outgrown instruction in such arts as were 
carried on in past generations of their people. 


Whilst this idea is of course ridiculous, the fact 
remains and unless it is made attractive to the child- 
ren, classes of this kind will be of no lasting value. 
Whilst such instruction is successfully given in resi- 
dential schools where the pupils are obliged to attend 
classes, the case with day schools is somewhat Jifferent 
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2. 


and unless the children take kindly to it, it will not 

be successful. This is my candid opinion but I consider 
where proper instruction can be given an experiment 
should be made and 1 would recommend that the Department 
make available, a sum of not less than 450.00 for each 
school for instruction in native arts, to be used at the 
discretion of the agent in any school where such work 
can be tested as it will be impossible to lay down a 
hard and fast rule owing to the fact that conditions 
vary at the different schools. 


With regard to domestic science classes, where these 
are held 1 would sugeest that the teacher be required to 
send in proper requisitions to the vepartment for the 
needed material, anu where pupils are more advanced a 
sewing machine will be necessary. 


I have not dwelt on the subject of manual training 
for boys. With the exception of sr.T.A.sryant of the 
metlakatla Day School; mr.vohn Hayhurst, assistant at the 
Greenville school is the only man fitted to conduct such 
a class. At the latter school however, there is no 
accommodation,there being only one classroom. 


Naturally the whole question of giving extra tuition 
in day schools along the lines mentioned is very involved 
eacn school difrering fran another. "“e have no facilities 
as provided in tne residential schools where firstclass 
training can be imparted and materials easily obtained.

Youre of August 21st is to hand. You report 
information from the Chief Inspector of Indian Agencies 
to the effect that “the bonus paid to Reve ure Kelly 
as teacher of the Nanaimo Indian day school was deducted 
by the church authorities from the amount of his salary.” 
Permit me to say that your information is entirely 
inoorrect. The books of the Missionary Society show 
$600 received from Ottawa on account of the Nanaimo 
schoole The same amount was paid Rev. ur. Kelly on thet 
account. The bonus, as your Department knows, was not 
paid through this office, and I did not even know the 
amount until receipt of your letter today. 


The same reply must be made to the latter 
portion of your letter, where inquiry is made regarding 
other amounts withheld from salary of teachers on account 
of the bonus granted: In no case was the bonus paid through 
our office; and in every case the full amount received 
on account of salary was paid. Where less than the full 
annual amount was received, because of shortage in the 
number of days on which the school was open, the discrepancy 
was made up by the Missionary Sootety. A total of $600 
was voted to meet these items, which are anticipated and 
regularly provided for in the appropriations of the 
Missionary Society. 


Of course, Mr. Kelly's salary as teacher is only 
a part of his income from the Missionary Socilety- In 
addition to an allowance for his pastoral work at Nanaimo, 
he received certain amounts during the year for supervision 
of the mission work at Cape Mudge. I am having all these 
accounts investigated in order to ascertain whether any 
confusion or error in respect of Mr. Kelly's dietinctively 
missionary relations to the Society may have given rise to 
the mistaken impression conveyed by your letter.

I bew to acknowledge your further letter in 
reference to salary of Peter Kelly. missionary-teacher 
at Nanaimo, and also the enclosed copy of the letter 
on the same matter from your chief inspector of Indian 
Agencies. 


Having gone carefully into this whole matter I 
am glad to be able to assure you that inetead of having 
his salary reduced, Mr. Kelly received from the Missionary 
Society $50 more for the same work than during the 
previous year, entirely exclusive of the Pegular govern- 
ment grant and war bonus previously referred to. Exam- 
ination of our books shows that other miesionary-teachers 
in British Columbia in no case received less out of 
missionary funds than during the previous year. With 
only one or two exceptions increases were eranted, rang- 
ing up to $150. 


In further reference to lire Kelly's case, it would 
appear that his complaint to your inspector arose out of 
@ misunderstanding between him and the Missionary Society 
rerarding his remuneration for work which has no direct 
relationship to the Indian Department. As mentioned in 
my former letter to you, Mr. Kelly was placed during the 
past year in direct charge of pastcral work st Nanaimo and 
in addition had supervision of the mission at Vape Mudge, 
where no man md been etationed for the year. In the ad- 
minietration of a new scale of salaries adopted by the 
General Conference of the Methodist Church in October 
last, there appeare to have been some clerical error or 
confusion by reason of which Mre Kelly received less than 
the amount to which he believed himself to be entitled as 
an ordained minister of the Methodist Churenh. I am now 20o- 
ing into this matter both at our office and by corresrond- 
ence with the chairman of Nanaimo District and anticipate 
no difficulty in reaching a satisfactory adjustment when

Miss | lippert was trained in the Toronto Normal School, and holds 
dn Ontario Second Class Certificate. She has attended four 
Provincial Summer Schools in Victoria, and has as a result received 
certificates in Primary Work, Leather ork, Pottery, “tc. 

She taught for some six years in Ontario, and for some twenty-five 
years in British Columbia. She has been here for a large number of 
years. 

. The teacher is making every effort to put into practice some of 
the methods shown to her when l inspect her school. Miss ¥lippert is 
not aS young as many of our teachers and for that reason is not able 
to get through as much work in the day as younger and more modern 
teachers could do. She is however working hard to get the children on 
in their work. While I am satisfied that the children are making 
progress, 1 wish the Department to know that Miss Klippert is 

probably in the last five years of her teaching career, as she is not 
modern enough in methods to be retained after tne age of 60 years. 

I have taught several lessons for her during the present in- 
spection. These were aimed to interest in particular her older 
pupils in their work. It is of course just here with the Grade €, 7 
ana ® children that she appears at Fr r worst as a teacher, for they 
need more time and definite teaching than she can give to them, the 
greater part of a large attendance being in the Primary and Junior 
Grades.

I have the honour to forward herewith my report on the Nanaimo

Mr. Indian Agent Graham was not of course present at this in- 
spection. 

There is nothing of a confidential nature to report with regard to 
this school. The general standing i not quite as good as it was some 
three months ago, mainly because th teacher, Miss Flippert, sperids 
too much time with the Primary Grad: and not enough with the Senior 
Grades. As there are a large number in the school and Miss Flippert 
is not as young as she used to be, I do not know of any way to remedy 
conditions at the present time. I do not believe that Miss Flippert 
should be permitted to teacher here after she reaches the age of 
sixty years. 1 have reported kk r present age 48 56 in accordance with 
information she gave me some years ag0o- 

Though I am not asking that any change should be made here at the 
present time, I have every reason to think that a much younger and 
well trained teacher, with three or four years experience, would be 
able to make a very great improvement in the standing of the 
Intermediate and Senior Grades. I would just ask the Department to 
keep Miss Klippert's age in view when discussing the work at this 
school with officials of the United Church of Canada.

Our 
one iiigh School pupil at present attending the Yuncan High was 
the only pupil in the school to pass with honours into Grade 
12 and got high praise from the Principal at the closing 
exceroises for her brilliant work during the year. I have 
recomnended that she be permitted to continue her studies again 
next year in the same Iligh School.

She has given a great deal of her ow time 
to the organisation of women's clubs on the reserve not to mention 
her attendance at same. She has also been a splendid worker 
for the children of the reserve and the Church in arranging 
entertainments and concerts-in which the children have taken 
parteas well as the ordinary school entertainments, 


I believe that we are extremely fortunate in 
having a girl like Miss Uphill in one of our schools. The 
example she has set the children in cleanliness and her help 
in encouraging neatness of appearance among the pupils in and 
out of school has had a splendid effect and the fruits of this 
teaching can be seen in evidence around the reserve. 


I have no hesitancy in recommending that Miss 
Uphill be put on the same Salary basis as her predecessor 
who got $10,00 monthly more than Miss Uphill is getting.

takes the pupils home, so that they coula find out definitely 
if sickness was the cause of absence, and I am sure she will do

In reply |] beg to say that Rev. P. i, ‘elly, teach- 
er of the school, and Rev. T. Ferrier, Superintendent of wethe 
odist Indian Schools, who were here recently, brought before 
the Department the need for a new echool at Nanaimo. They point 
out that the prerent rchool building is inadequate for the ed- 
ucational needs of the children on the reserve and urge that a 
new school building be erected during the coming summer on a 
new site near the church, The Department is disposed to grant 
their requeet. 


The Indians of the Nanaimo Band have to their 
credit at Capital Account in the Trust funde over 367,000.00 
and, 28 a new echool building would be for the benefit of all 
the Indians and represent a permanent improvement, it is cone 
sidered that the cost of erecting the same should be provided 
from the above funds at the credit of the band, If a new 
echool building is erected it would be required to provide ace 
commodation for about 40 pupile, and ae it will be near the 
town of Nanaimo, a modern and thoroughly equipped building 
@nould be provided. Such a building would cost, approximately, 
$5,000.00. 


The Department would like jou to place this matter 
before the band in council es soon as possible, representing 
to them the need of a new building and the value it would be 
_ to their children sand also that it would benefit the wnole band

\ vou should 31-0 enquire into the selection of a suitable eite 
and if you consider the land owned by Daniel Cushan to be the 
beet location for a new school, you will be good enough to 
arcertain from him the loweet price at which the above named 
quantity of land can be obtained. The cost of the site will 

\ also be taken from the b nd funde, 


You should state the kind of building you would 
recemmend should be erected, the approximate size of the same, 
whether the material could be obtained in Nanaimo and full 
particulare ae to how the building should be heated. 


You will be good enough to give this matter your 
prompt attention and forward the resolution of the band suth- 
orizing the funde to be taken from their capital and the pare- 
ticudare asked for regerding the eite and the building.

Rev. P. R. Kelly and Rev. T, Farrier, who were in 
the office on the 18th instant, drew attention to the need 
of a naw day school on the Nanaimo Indian Reserve. Mr. Kelly 
is the teacher of this school. 


The present building is inadaquate for the naeds 
of this reserve. It is Old, dark and gloomy and at times 
is very much overcrowded, ir. Inspector Cairns has also 
drawn the attention of the Department te the need of a new 
building. He said, in his last report of inspection, tHat 
a new schoo} building should oe erected during 1920, with 
modern equipment, and that a god school on this reserve, 
doing first class work, would be a great help in raising the 
status of other day schools in the province, The reserve 
is adjacent to the town of Nanaimo, and both Messrs. Ferrier 
and Kelly pointed out tne credit that would accrue to the 
Department in tne erection of a thoroughly equipped and 
modern school ouilding so naar to the town, 


During the December quarter there were 37 pupils 
enrolled, with an average attendance of 27, On some days 
36 children attended, although it was hardly possible to 
acconmodate then for lack Of space and seating arrangements, 


Messrs. Forrier and Kelly recomaenided that a school 
be built to accommodate 40 children, as there are that nun- 
ber on the reserve, about 35 of whoa live near the school, 
and thera are 10 other children who reside on the Nanaizec 
River about five miles distant. 


The Nanaimo Band have $67,467.90 to the aedit of 
Capital. This amount is made up from royalties received fron 
cOal wined on the reserve by the Canada Western Fuel dompany. 
A sun 
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&% A,sum sufficient to erect a suitable building for 40 childrer 
ard equip it thoroughly could be taken from the above amount 
under gection 89, Sub-section 2 of the Indian Act. 


i would recommend that steps be taken to have a 
new building erected during the coming summer, and that Mr. 
Agent Robertson be instructed to call the band together and 
lay the matter before them ani have them pass a resolution to 
provids the necessary funds. If they refuse to do this, it 
can be taken as above stated from the capital at their credit. 


If a new building is erected it would be necessary 
to Oltain a new site, as the site on which the present school 
stands igs too small ard has no room for play-grounds, wr. 
Keliv told me that a suitable site would be near the church 
and that he thought it could be obtained from Daniel Cushan, 
an Indian, by paying him a small amount for his improvements. 


A request has been received for 32 new desks and 
Mr. K@lly stated that, if a new school building were erected, 
it would be well to wait until then before any new eqwipment 
is pur chased, 


There is no doubt, from the reports received fron 
the Ins,@tor and the Agent, that a new building is required 
and it appears to m@ that the Indians could very well censent 
to give the necessary amount from their funds. if you 
approve of this work being undertaken the architect should 
prepare the necessary plans and Mr. Agent Robertson should 
ve requested to take the steps necessary to obtain a new 
site and the consent of the band to provide the funds, 


1 may say that no accommodation would be required 
for the teacher in the new building, as the teacher could 
Obtain board and lodging in the town of Nanaimo quite close 
to tna school, 


Regarding the ten children mentioned as residing 
on the Nanaimo River, five miles distant from the present 
sennol, Rev. Mr. Kelly stated that arrargements could be 
made, should a new school be erected, to have them trans- 
ported to and from the school at a cost of $2.00 per day, 
and that the Indians should provide this from their funds, 


1 consider that they should also pay the full 
salary of the teacher.

Prom correspondence on File 74675 it appears that 
the land at present occupied by the Nanaimo Indian Day 
School and the play crounds in connection therewith was 
granted to the Church of England liission by the Nanaimo 
Indians for day school purposes about the year 1886, In 
1890 the school building was improved, the work being done 
py the Indians and the Department sllowed $287,900, The 
Chureh of England discontinued their mission on the Nanaimo 
Reserve about the year 1892 and the school was closed for 
the following two years. 


In 1894 the “ethodist Church autnorities applied 
for permission to use the building for school purposes, 
(See file 11700885 Closed) With the consent of the Church 
of England authorities this was done and under the aus- 
pices of the Methodist Church a school has been continued 
at this point since tiat time, 


In official letter of August 2, 1920, lir.Agent 
Robertson recomnends that the new day school on the Nanaino 
Indian Reserve be erected on the present site which cone 
sists of a little over one acre, He further estates that 
it would be advisable to purchase from the owner, Susan, 
the small lot adjoining the school site, As the present 
school site has been used for school purposes since the 
year 1886, it would not appear necessary to obtain any 
further title to this land, but, if it is decided to pure 
chase the additional lot recommended by the agent, a quit 
claim deed should, no doubt, be obtained from the present

I visited the Day School at Nanaimo No. 1 
Reserve and met Miss Clifford, the teacher. There were 
twenty-two in class on the day of my visit and the school 
was well kept anc well run. 


I visited the Day School at Comiaken, where the 
teacher, a Mrs. Roe, was mistress. There was only one child 
in class. She informed me that all the other children had 
accompanied their parents to the perry picking in the U.S.Ae 


I visited the Koksaileh Day school, Miss 
Cleff in charge. There were nine children in attendance and 
everything seemed very satisfactorys 


I also visited the Songees Reserve Day school. 
There were nine children in attendance, and everything 
there was also quite satisfactory. 


In connection with these day schools, I should 
recommend that they all have cheap aluminum or enamel cups 
provided, upon which the children's names could be marked, 
and the children instructed to use individual mugs. This 
has been done at many other day schools, and is a good 
preventative from T. 4. infection.

In answer to you~ letter of the 17th, insets 
I wish to explain why it is necessary to have paper towels and 
liquid séap rather than the ordinary roller towelling. 


This if t- prevent the spread of infectious 
diseases, both the “childrens diseases" and skin diseasese 
when twenty children or more ive the same towel and the same 
cake of soap, an? if one child should be contracting 
measles or some other communicable disease there is grave 
danger that the other nineteen children woul’ develop measles, 
getting the infection direct from the bowel. 


Most of the infectious diseases are caused 
by germs and these germs are transmitted in the nose and 
mouth discharges and therefore by the hands; therefore it 
is most important that each child has his own towel. 


In the case of "impetigo" or any of the skin 
diseases it ie more important that other children d~ not dary 
on the same towel as the child with the disease» for these 
diseases are very infectious. 


Durine our last session of “impetigo” fortun- 
ately when we had the first cases there were still some 
paper towels and liquid soap left, so the disease has not 
spread a great deal. Sinre the supply has come to and end 
we have had the few remaining cases usé newspaper, instead 
of cloth towels to prevent £t spreading any further. 


After the first five cases of impetigo, mhen 
t was found that there had beer only four mew casede f 
the community towel had been used the number of cases would 

have been greatly increased. 


The children with impetigo have veen kept 
at school as it was found that when they stayed at home the 
parents would not give the treatment regulerly, and the 
conditions did not clear up. With daily treatment at tne 
school the "sores" have disappeared in a comparately short 
time. 


I hope i+ will be possible to renew the 
supply of paper towels and green soape “e already have the 
containers for the latter.

Use Indian labour as far as possible." 


It is noted that the quantity of pipe required will cost 
approximately $184.00 and that, besides, there will be 
the cost of digging and filling the trench in which the 
pipe is inatalled. Further, it is presumed, ere will 
be the cost of investigating the trouble. 


Ae our funds are extremely limited, the Depart~ 
ment has to request that you will see that ail costs in 
placing the water system at this school in good condition 
are kept down to the lowest possible point. It is hoped 
that you can use Indian labour for the work of digging 
and filling. 


After the new pipe has been inatalled, to your 
eatisfaction, «nd the water supply at the school placed 
in good condition, you should forward accounts, in trip- 
licate, properly certified, covering the expenditure 
incurred in the purchase of the pipe and for the labour 
in having it installed.

by Mr. Le Fe Lepas, 430 Stewart Avenue, Nanaimo, B. Cos 
in which he states that the following repairs are 
required to the Nanaimo Indian Day School: 


"Repairs are badly needed to stairways, 
gutters, rein conductor pipes, windows and verandah. 
The ventilator also requires some attention, as during 
rainy spells from certain quarters the rain beats through 
ventilator (having wooden vanes) and thereby soaking 
ceiling and causing unnecessary damage to the ceiling 
which is quite noticeable, and if allowed to remain in 
this condition will cause 4 greater amount of damage 
than if properly repaired between now and school opening 
in the fall." 


You will remember that in official letter of 
April 26 you were advised that an amount of 3400.00 was 
available for repairs and {mprovements at the five Day 
Schools in the Cowichan Agency. when replying to that 
letter you should report specially on the repairs which 
you consider necessary to the Nanaimo School giving an 
estinate of the cost and also full details regarding 
any material required.

I inmediately instructed paul Wauyte that he would have to oO to 
tue reserves in question and pick them up at or near their own 
somes, and return them there after schoole apparently the 
original acreement was made with the tougit in mind of keeping 
Gown the cost, but if one of the ciildren ever fell off the bridge 
or got killed by a train while crossing it would certainly not 
oe economy trom the point of view of tne Department, and what a 
Scandal it would cause. 


With the additional milage that Woyte has to travel 
Gaily to pick up and deliver these children, it is not fair that 
he should be expected to do it for the price of $60.00 which he 
is receiving at presente His car must be in good condition and 
he should carry accident Insurance. He travels a distance of 
$2 miles daily, or a total of approximately 736 miles monthly,and 
at 15g per mile which is a reasonable charge, the price should 
be approximately $110.00 nonthlye sowever, I would not advise 
this much, but would recommend an amount of \340.00 per wonth of 
“5 school days. if this is agreed on I would also Tecommend that 
he be made to take out accident and personal liability insurance.

I am enclosing herewith an application 
received from Mr. Indian Agent Moore for authori ty 
to increase the allowance made to Chief Paul Wh 
of the Nanaimo Band, for the transportation of 
children from Nanaimo Indian Reserves Nos. 2, 3 and 4 
to the Indian Day School on Nanaimo I. R. #1, involving 
a daily trip of 52 miles. 


It will be observed that the mileage has been 
increased, by Ghief Paul dhyte taking on the children 
at or near their homes and returning them there after 
School; some of the children were previously crossing 
the railway bridge on foot, which the agent considered 
a very dangerous practice. 


As the new transportation cost will amount 
to only 0.9¢ per mile for each child, on an average 
of 12 children a day, I would recommend approval of the 
application, subject to the average number of pupils 
so transported not falling lower than 10 rupils yer day, 
the number to be certified by the teacher each month.

During a recent visit to the Nanaimo Indim 
Day School I found that the Teacher had not received all the 
articles she requested in the Requisition submitted last 
December. I refer to Draino for the water pipes. Plunger for 
the toilet,as without it the system seems to keep blocking ups 
and toilet paper. I might add that these items were again 
asked for in the Requisition submitted just before the Easter 
holidays, and while the authority has not yet been received it 
is not possible to wait any longer. 


Owing to the fact that this was an emergency, 
I authorised the purchase of 3 tins of Draino, 1 plunger and 
1 doz. rolls of toilet paper. If this had not been attanded 
to it is reasonable to expect that the whole plumbing system 
at the school might block up and would be an expensive job 
putting it in working order again. I trust my action in this Mx 
matter will be approved. 


I also found that the chimneys in the school 
are very dirty and require cleaning very badly. Generally this 
job is put off until the summer holidays but they seem to be 
dirtier this year than usual and need it very badly now. Apart 
from the dirty condition of the chimneys and furnace pipes, 
which I might add will also have to be cleaned at the same 
time, there is quite a serious fire hazard with the chimney's 
in the condition they are in at the moment. Kindly authorise 
this expenditure at your early convenience. The same price 
that has been charged in other years will prevail again this 
year, as the work is done by the City of Nanaimo Chimney Sweep.

Dear Mr, Mayhew;- 
Re: Indian School--Nanaimo Reserve. 


I do not know if Mr. Alan Chambers is in Ottawa 
at present or not, so thought I would write you direct in case 
he is not there. 


I examined the "Indian School" today and find 
that several matters require attention. I discovered a number 
of broken windows, some sashes would not open and others were 
minus sash cords. It is necessary that windows open freely for 
the proper ventilation of chass room. 


A window ventilator should be build on inner 
wall of class room for proper ventilation. This window could 
be opened for closed as required and could be opened or closed 
by attaching a cord to same. 


It appears the school requires painting on 
outside and class room should receive some attention, as well as 
Trellis work in and around outside stairs. 


Three years ago Mr. Chambers had the Department 
of Indian Affairs carry out suggestions which I made at that 
time, and I believe it would be considered good business to carry 
out suggestions contained herein by this summer; if left longer 
it would prove much more costly.

by you from lr. Leo F. LePas, of Nanaimo, attached 
thereto. 


The records here indicate thet in 
response to a request received from the Indian agent 
repairs were uncertaxen at the Nanaimo Day School 
early in 1°49. Fepairs uncertaken at that time 
amounted to $78.5, This school was visited azain 
by the Indian agent end by Commissioner “MacXay early 
in December 1940 and repairs, consisting nainly of 
painting, were authorized. These repairs amounted 
to #35. A voucher covering the cost was submitted to 
and paid by the Department on January °4 of this year, 


We look upon the Nanaimo Indian Day 
Gehool as one of the best Indtan day schools in the 
province of “ritish Columbia. Inspector Rarry, in 
his report on this school cated February 99, 1°41, 
states:- 


"This school is a zreat credit 
to the Indian Acent anc to the teachers 
employed. I notice that Indian Avent Moore 
has arranged for an extension of the physical 
treining program by having basket bali goals 
erectec. This is an excellent move and vill 
result in greater wellbeing for the pupils. 
The ceneral standing of this school is 
excellent."

In view of this fact, it is exceedingly difficult to 
understand why ‘ir. LePas foundc tt necessary to discuss 
the condition of this school with “tr. ‘Mayhew. 


The Department woule like to know if 
it 1s customary for citizens other than representatives 
of the Department and clergymen to visit Inéian Gay 
schools in your agency. No such visits are permitted 
in eastern Canada, and ve feel, in justice to the 
teachers employed and as @ source of protection to then, 
citizens should not be pernitted at will to visit Indian 
day schools in British Columbie. TI should think the 
law with respect to trespassine on Indian reserves rould 
apply in such cases. 


If windows have heen broken at the 
Nanaimo School, the Department would like to know why 
these repairs have not been undertaken by the manual 
training instructor employed at the school. [ft will be 
very much appreciated if you can undertake an invest- 
igation of conditions at this school at the earliest 
possible date.

I desire to acknowledze receipt of 
your letter of the Zrd instant and to thank you 
for the information contained therein, 


You will, no doubt, send forward a 
definite recommendation with respect to the repairs 
which, in your judgment, should be undertaken at the 
Nanaimo School during the present fiscal year. 


The question of trespassing on Indian 
reserves is a matter that comes directly uncer the 
Reserves and Trusts Division. I am particularly 
interested, of course, in the regulations that 
permit strangers to visit our Indian day schools 
especially when these schools are in operation. In 
an attempt to protect our school teachers to the 
utmost extent possible, I am disposed to think that 
visitors should not be permitted to visit these 
schools except when accompanied by the agent. This 
restriction would not of course apply to clergymen. 
It has occurred to me that the whole matter of tres- 
passinz on Indian reserves mizht he taken up by you with 
Commissioner MacKay. I mentioned the matter to Major 
MacKay during his recent visit to Ottawa, but the 
limited time at our Sisposal did not enable us to 
discuss the matter very fully.

I beg to forward herewith a copy of a letter 
received from Mr. Indian Agent Moore regarding the trans- 
portation of Indian children living on the Nanaimo River 
Indian Reserve to and from the Nanaimo Indian Day School. 


In the last paragraph of Mr. Moore's letter 
he refers to this matter as having been discussed with 
Dr. McGill during the brief visit the Director made to 
Chief Paul White. It is true that this subject was 
brought up by Chief White at the time but I do not recall 
Dr. McGill passing any opinion as to what he considered 
the rate of payment should be or making a decision in the 
matter, 


Inspector Barry considers that $125.00 per 
month is high since it provides for the transportation 
of not more than fourteen children and in this I am in- 
clined to agree with him. In January, 1940, Mr. Moore 
wrote to this office pointing out that Chief White 
could not continue to operate his bus for the amount 
then allowed and suggested a monthly rate of #110, 00, 
or approximately 15¢ per mile, the mileage travelled 
being approximately 756 miles per month. This rate 
would not be excessive for the service rendered and 
would be in line with what the Department is paying 
for the transportation of the children attending the 
St. Catherine's School. 


As it would be out of the question to make 
other arrangements that would be as satisfactory at any 
less cost, I would recommend that $110.00 per month be

allowed for the current school year and that the matter 
of transportation at this school be reviewed this coming 
summer or immediately following the close of the term in 
June. 


With reference to the second paragraph of Mr. 
Moore's letter, there is no information on file here 
which would indicate that the Department agreed to assume 
responsibility for the payment of such insurance but it is 
possible that the Department may have had some correspon- 
dence with Mr. Moore on the subject of which we have no 
record, Such protection is, however, considered necessary 
and as Chief White is unable financially to meet the costs 
himself, the Department might consider doing so for this 
year at least, or until such time as better arrangements 
can be made, 


I should appreciate the Department's decision 
in these matters at an early date.

The transportation of children from the 
Nanaimo River Indian Reserve by bus continues. 
I consider the sum allowed this year for this 
service, $110.00 a month, very liberal indeed. 
The teacher acting on Departmental instructions 
is keeping a record of the number of children 
transported daily. The average for the twelve 
days on which the bus has been operated this 
month so far is as mentioned in my report under 
7 per day. I asked her to urge these children 
to attend regularly and I spoke to the children 
themselves and told them that the bus cost a 
considerable sum and that if attendance was not 
good it would have to be discontinued. I made 
a point of being at the school] at 8:50 a.m. 
but did not see the bus driver as he had reached 
the school this morning at 8:35 a.m. He should 
arrange to reach the school just before 9 a.m. 
and make certain he has not left pupils behind by 
being too early in starting from the River Reserve.

Please refer to your above noted letter with 
reference to the painting of the Nanaimo Indian Day School. 
In this regard I beg to advise that I called on the firm of 
Walls & Bradshaw to make arrangements for them to proceed with 
the work as soon as conveniently possible. I left a copy of 
the original Requisition with the firm and explained how the 
accounts should be submitted upon completion of the work etce 
and returned to Headquarters. 


Some days later I received a letter regarding 
the matter which explains that an error had been made in 
submitting the original estimate, probably by our own Manual 
Training Instructor, who did not give the measurements of the 
pbuilding and misinterperted the labor charge mentioned. However, 
I discussed the matter with the firm again over the telephone 
and I find that provision for the porches, steps; basement door 
and windows had not been made in estimating the required amount 
of materials,which will amount to $@.50 more that quoted the 
first time, or a total of $40.00. The labor costs will run 
alomst twice that amount or a total of $70.00. These costs, I 
might say are in keeping with pricés which have been quoted 
to me in Duncan, in fact about $15.00 less.

I desire to refer to your letter of October 1, 
1941, and official reply of October 4, 1941, approving, 
temporarily, the expenditure of an amount of $110.00 a 
month for transportation of children to the Nanaimo Indian 
Day School. ie do not appear to have received any subsequent 
correspondence regarding this expenditure but yesterday we 
received an account for the transportation for the month of 
Getober, 1942. On reviewing the statement attached to the 
voucher it is found that on October 2 only 4 pupils were 
transported to the school end the largest number transported 
on any one day during the month was on October 14 when 11 
children were carried. On the other days in the month the 
number transported varied between 4 and 11. The average 
attendance of pupils transported during the month was 6. 
Consequently the average cost was approximately °14.00 a 
pupil and at this rate the average cost per pupil for the 
academic year would be approximately $126.00 a pupil. 
hen you add to this figure the average cost of the 
teacher's salary, fuel and other expenses it is evident 
that it is more expensive to have these children educated 
at the Nanaimo Day School than it is in a residential 
school. I am, therefore, inclined to feel that the 
children from the Nanaimo River Indian Reserve should be 
enrolled in one of the residential schools and the 
expenditure for transportation discontinued at the end 
of the current month. liowever, as you are visiting the 
Cowichan Agency in connection with the St. Catherine's 
Day School, you may possibly have an opportunity of 
reviewine the situation at the Nanaimo School also. I 
will await your report with interest.

On Sunday December 13th, 1942 information was received that 
a booze party wa: in progress at the home of the above named Indian 
at the Nanaimo Indian Keserve. A search Warrant was obtuined by the 
undersigned from Stivendiary Magistrate C.H. Beevor-Potts, and a 
patrol was made to the Nanaimo Kiver Indian Keserve by Constables 
Stewart, Brassard © "annock, to search for liquor. 


On arrival at the White home at about 5.60 o.m. a 
search was made of the premises after the Warrant to Search was 
read to Mr. & Mre. White, they stated no liquor was on the premises, 
after a search was made four quart bottles of Bohemian beer and ten 
pint bottles of Pilsner “acer beer were found cen the premises. 
Gilbert White «ge 22 years and son of the above named was found in 
bed in a drunken cond tion. Also found on the premises were 8 dozen 
empty beer bottles. 


John White was informed he would be charged with possessim 
of liquor. The full and empty bottles were seized and taken to the 
Police Uffice as evidence, “he above named was instructed to anpvear 
at 10,30 a.m. Monday December 14th. 1942 at :olice Court in 
Nanaimo. 


Gilbert White was arrested by the undersigned and brought 
to lanaimo where he was locked up in the City Lock-Up charged with 
being in an intoxicated condition, see Crime Keport submitted by the 
undersigned under the above date under the following heading;

at 10.30 a.m. Monday December 14th 1 1942 the following 
information was laid by the undersigned before C.H. Beevor-Potts, 
Stivendiary “agistrate;

wuestioned by the Magistrate as to where he cbtained the 
liquor the accused stated his boy Gilbert had brought it home and 
stated when the boy gets drunk he cannot stop him from bringing 
liquor home, he admitted drinking some of it. 


The presiding “agistrate fined the accused $25.00 & ~2.00 
costs of the Court in default 14 daye in gaol. The fine paid forth- 
with to the Clerk of the Yeace Nanaimo, 3.C. revenue receipt No. 
43347 on file at this office. The costs paid forthwith to the 
oresiding Magistrate. Inaddition to the fine the Magistrate 
ordered the liquor destroyed.

I would refer to your letter of November 11, 1942, 
file 152-11-5, r garding transportation costs of pupils of the 
Nanaimo Indian Day ‘chool. 


In this connection, I would advise that there was 
no opportunity of visiting the school until the end of January 
and carly in Tebruary when Mr. Inspector Coleman was making an 
inspection of the agency and discussed the problem with Mr. Indian 
Agent Moore and Johnny \hyte, Indian, who is the owner and driver 
of the school bus. 


A Crime Report dated December 16th was received from 
the Provincial volice, copy of which is enclosed, stating thut this 
Indian had been charged with possession of liquor on becember 14th 
and fined 425.00 and costs for having intoxicants on hic Reserve. 
This was referred to Arent oore, us Johuny White was the driver of 
the school bus and trusted with the care of children and it was con- 
eidered that the matter called for some considevation. Mr. Moore 
was reque ted to furnish me with his report ana recommendations in 
the matter, and on December 29th last he advised that he had, on 
that date, informed this Indian not to continue transporation of 
the pupils until further advice. The driver remained in suspe.sion 
for the month of January, during which month very 1 ttle could have 
been done in any event as the roads were blocked with snow part of 
the time. 


As the Indian was still paying for the cost of this 
scaool bus, I authorized Mr, Inspector Coleman to re-instate him 
on his visit to the agency if he considered it advisable in the 
interests of the safety of the child@ven concerned. Following a 
discussion with »r. Agent Moore and Johnny shite, the Inspector 
agreed to the bus resuming service, commencing the first ultimo, 
ite continuance vending a future decision of the Department cone 
tin ent on an improved attendance by those pupils using this 


P.T.O. 
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service, and also subject to this indian not becoming further involved 
with the police and intoxicants. The responsibility for encuuraging 
improvement in the school attendance was referred to Johnny Whyte. 


This man showed some disposition to object to his 
suspension and claimed payment for the period, as will be seen rrom 
his letter enclosed, but 4+ do not consider his representations 
should be entertained. te has two more payments to make on his 
car and some expene in connection with the purchase of his licence 
and insurance fees which may amount to 4100.00. 


I am now in receipt of a report for February and find 
that the daily average cf the number of children conveyed is still 
only @ pupils which works out at 13.75 per month or o6%¢ per day 
for each pupil. While 4 do not entirely agree that these children 
could be educated at less cost at a hesidential School, as the 
Nanaimo Lay School would, no doubt, continue to overate, I do feel 
that the costs are too high for the distance travelled and that 
unless there is a marked improvement by the end of the term that 
the service might be discontinued.

As requested we have made a thorough inspection 
of the furnace in the Indian School, Nanaimo Indian Reserve, 


The furnace itself is in fair repair and to put 
same in good order we would recommend dismantling and 
recementing same. This is a cast iron sectional furnace and 
the sections are sealed with furnace cement and should be 
reset periodically. As the furnace is roughly handled, it 
requires resetting more often than the average furnace. A 
shaker handle is also required for the furnace. Grates are in 
good repair and when the fire box is throroughly cleaned they 
will work freely. At present a horse shoe is lodged between 
two grates locking same. 


Ducts,both hot air and cold air returns are in poor 
repair. we would recommend installing two new hot air runs 
as the existing ones are all of the light tin type and have 
been badly battered. Cold air ducts should be straightened 
out and resealed. Gmoke pipe is in poor shape and should be 
replaced. 


To carry out the above work and place heating plant 
in good repair, the cost would be Seventy-Eight Dollars and 
Fifty Cents ($78.50).

As the 
furnace can not be lighted at all it is very likely that the 
school will have to close unless the weather warms up very note 
iceably within the next few days. If funds can be provided for 
this expenditure I would recommend that the new furnace as men- 
tioned by Mr. Ormond be installed.

During a recent visit to the above reserves 
a strong protest was made to me about lack of school facilities 
for these children. I reviewed the indifference of the parents to 
the facilities provided by the Department some years ago, to which 
they admitted, but say that it will not happen again, 


The present set-up on these Reserves, at pres- 
ent, is as follows: 


1) Ten (10) children of school age. 


2) No accomodation for them at the white Public School, at 
Cedar. 


3) Nanaimo School Board has not, so far, consented to our chile 
dren, from the River Reserves, travelling by their bus into 
Nanaimo to attend our own school on the Number 1 Indian Ree 
Serve. 


I can pet a Taxi Company, in Nanaimo, to transport our chile 
dren to the Indian School in the a.m. and take them home in 

the pem., at a flet daily rate of five jollars ($5.00). This 

{s a much better plan -= but more expensive == than the Nan- 
aimo School Bus, owing to the fact that our own bus woul 

pick up the children right on the Keserve, whereas the regular 
schoo] bus does not leave the Highway, which, in the case of at 
least four of the children, would entail & one and one-half 

(14) mile walk to the Highway and the same listance back, This 
is a long way in wet and stormy weather and, no doubt, would 
result in irregular attendance. However, if we are going to 
give these children an education it is going to cost approxi- 
mately one hundred dollars ($100.00) per month for transportation, 
only, and that is not on @ per capita basis, but on # flat daily 
rate «= which I would recommend be considered,

The learning 
situation there is already difficult because of the overcrowded conditions and 
of our difficulties in obtaining additional staff, 


With regerds to conveying the children into the Indian 
School, the Board feels it cannot permit these students to ride on the schoo! 
bus. As it is now the transportation problems are sufficiently complicated 
and allowing these children such transportation would only complicate matters 
moreso, As & suggestion, could you not make arrangements with one of the bus 
companies to transport these pupils into town?

I should like to refer to your above letter and particularly 
the last paragraph of same and would advise that I visited this school 
a couple of weeks ago and found the exits from the basement room and 
the washrooms a source of annoyance to the teachers and worry to me. 


As you know, the toilets are upstairs which means that the 
pupils from the basement room have to go up there. This means that 
they leave the lower room <= go half-way up the steirs, out the side 
door, round to the front of the building and then in to their respective 
washromms, ‘The doors are either slammed shut or left open and blow shut 
and the entire building shakes with the impact. It depends on the direction 
the wind is blowing whether the door stays open or blows shut. If the 
former, the basement room is like a barn and, if the latter, the entire 
class rooms are in a turmoil with noise and papers blowing hither and yon. 


I reread your communication and felt that we could not go on 
like it is at present so thought that, if we could have vacuum door closers 
installed on two doors, we could get along for the current school year and 
then, next year, the new doors could be installed and the closers trans- 
ferred from the old doors to the new as they will be required anyway. 


These closers can be installed at a cost of fifty-four dollars 
($54.00) and I have asked the Contractor to let me know how soon we could 
heave them put on. 


Please advise if I may incur this expenditure as I have never 
known of a more distracting situation in any school I have ever visited. 
The teachers and pupils were continually on edge and the wind was blowing 
through the building so that it was next to impossible to hear what the 
teacher or pupils were saying.

During a recent visit to the Nanaimo Indian Day School it was 
brought to my attention that several panes of glass were broken, The outside 
side-door panels were broken through being banged with the football and soft- 
ball from the playground, The blinds needed to be yut up and a pin-board 
erected in the basement class-room. 


To get away from broken windows (we replace two dozen each 
year) and doors in the future I asked that the windows be covered with a 
heavy screen and the side door also covered by a sereen, in an effort to cone 
trol this damaye,. 


The usual set-up at Nanaimo, with respect to the playground and 
its proximity to the school building, makes it impossible to prevent breskages 
unless we take definite precautions and that is exactly what I have done, 


Should this door be broken during 4 holiday or over the week= 
end the chances are that the school would be entered and supplies stolen. 


The total cost of the foregoing will be about forty-five dollars 
($45.00) for which I should like authority to expend.

Reference your letter of above date and file, I wish 
to advise as followss- 


(1). The charge of $4.00 by the transportation was to take 
Mrs Hill to the River Reserves just prior to the opening 

of school in September so that we might determine the 
number of pupils immediately available and decide if 
the Bus should be started with the opening of school, 
or held off for a week or so if the children had not 
returned to their reservese This was authorised by me 
as a precautionary measure to assure ourselves that we 
would not pe -providing--transportation for two or three 
pupils only. id. 


As I see the present set-up where the pupils reside 

a minimum distance of 5 miles from school and a maximum 
of 6 miles, there is not much that we can do except 
continue-so long as the present number of children are 
of school agee If the number get below 6 then we should 
consider them attending residential school, or,better 
still, the Cedar Public School-always providing there 
is room, which there is not at present. 


There are eight pupils in attendance from the river 
reserves, which are the only ones of school agée 


There are two trips made daily, one in the morning to 
pick up the children and take them to school and another 
in the afternoon to take them home again. The total 
distance traveled daily is; miles, which works out at 
20¢ per mile. ail 4
